the city council’s resolutions, published 
in this paper to-day, is intended as a sort 
of ultimatum pointiug to such a compro­ 
mise. 
With artesian well water Dix on 
would have a constant supply of pure 
water and the water works would he suf­ 
ficiently efficient to satisfy all interested. 
It has been proposed by prominent citi­ 
z e n s -at least two ex mayors—that the 
city put in independent mains, well down 
below the frost fine, for fire protection in 
the business portion of the city and the 
factories and schools. 
As such a work 
would cost at least eight thousand dollars 
we do not beli eve that the city council 
would be for a moment justified in such 
an ex pense. 
Indeedit would be much 
better for the city itself to bore artesian 
wells and present them to the water com­ 
pany; but that would be an act of liberal­ 
ity and magnanimity that the tax payers 
would certainly object to very decidedly. 
Artesian wells would accomplish all that 
could be gained by placing pipes below 
the frost line and in addition thereto 
give the city clean, pure water. 
The 
blessing of cleanliness (which J ohn Wes­ 
ley a century since proclaimed nex t to 
godliness) and health, which is far better 
than riches, all depend upon pure water.

W a s hin g to n C ity, March 2 3 .—The j» resi­ 
lient sent a brief message to the senate Thurs­ 
day in reply to a reso lutio n intro duced by 
» y e o n the 1 0 th insfc,, requesting the presi­ 
dent to transm it to the senate co pies o f the 
minutes and daily pro to co ls o f the meetings 
of the co mmissio ners who nego iiated the fish­ 
eries treaty with Great Britain. 
He en­ 
clo sed a co py o f the letter receiv ed fro m the 
secretary o f state o n the subject, and said he 
bo ped the info rmatio n co ntained 
therein 
wo uld pro v e a satisfacto ry answer to tin* res­ 
o lutio n. The president requested that his mes­

ning ham has discovered a poison more deadly 
than that of the reptile, but harmless as a lo­ 
tion for the human body, and the moment 
the fang s of the snake come in contact with 
it a powerful electrical current is g enerated 
that drives the snake’s own poison throug h 
every blood vessel in its body. 
Blood-poison­ 
ing is the result which, with the terrible elec­ 
trical shock causes almost instant death. 
Cunning ham killed duiing last sumnvr over 
IT,000 snakes in Madison county, and realized 
quite a handsome sum by his wonderful skill 
in driving those offensive reptiles from the 
premises of our citizens. 
“ Mr. J . B. Parks, who owns a beautiful 
farm near King ston, was over-run with rat­ 
tlesnakes and blacksnakes. 
He lost several 
head of fine J ersey cows, which died from 
the effects of rattlesnake bites. 
Then the 
blacksnake; carried 
off hundreds of 
his 
young chickens. 
The place fairly swarmed 
with snakes, so Cunning ham was called in. 
He can locate a den of snakes by their scent 
as easily as a dog can track a rabbit. 
He did 
not trail for them to come out of their holes, 
but whenever it was practicable he crawled 
in after them and killed them rig ht and left 
with a club he carried. 
All that bit him 
died, but of course the g reat number of snakes 
lie encountered in his labor could not all g et 
a chance to bite him, and had to be dis­ 
patched with a club. 
He estimates the num­ 
ber of snakes killed on Parks’ farm at 4,WO. 
“Col. Irvine, who lives just, on the outskirts 
of Richmond, had throe b arrels of Anderson 
county whisky, fourteen years old. in his cel­ 
lar. 
He loft the b ungholes open to ago it 
faster and make it mellow.

prise when h* went to show it to some visit­ 
ing friend- one m orning to find that it was 
nearly all gone, and in one of the b arrels only 
ab out two gallons were left.

over forty large b lack makes were discovered, 
all in a b eastly state of intoxication, while in 
the dark coriv.Ts of the cellar gr » ups of ra t­ 
tlesnakes were in various stages of intoxica­ 
tion. 
T hey had got in through a hole in the 
b asement door, and its Cob Irvine was away 
with his family for ab out three monies, it is 
supposed the snakes, not b eing disturb ed, 
stayed with the whisky and did not draw a 
sob er b reath during all that time.

ing over 8.000 snakes on that place within two 
weeks, receiving for his services *100 per 1,000. 
Col. Shackleford, of the firm of Shackleford 
Sc Gentry* owned half interest in the whisky 
destroyed l>y the snakes, and to that gentle­ 
man your reporter is indeb ted for these facts. 
“ Col. Cobe Tavlor, P. XI. Pope, Claud« 
Smith, and Col. Prather had to call in Cun 
ning ham to clear their places also. 
The 
snakes had multiplied wonderfully in Madison 
county since the war. 
It is supposed that 
they were frig htened by the roar and din of 
battle near Perry ville, and cong reg ated for 
safety in this vicinity. 
Cunning ham has en 
g ag emcnts for clearing out snakes on numer 
ous farms in this county during the coming 
summer; ab-o those on the farms of J . W. 
Parris and Mayor Garner, of Winchester, 
and Col. Amydelong and Isaac Rumsey, of 
Lexing ton.

“ Gunsing ham is rather a small man of very 
.dark complexion, with a thick mat of dark 
hair, 
He lias keen, piercing eyes, and talks 
with wonderful rapidity. 
He was bom in 
India, near Calcutta; his parents were Irish 
and were sent out b y’ the Eng lish g overnment 
for departm ent work in that province. 
It 
was in the jungles of India that Cunning ham 
discovered from the natives the formula for 
making the deadly lotion, so fatal to poison­ 
ous reptiles. 
The natives all anoint them ­ 
selves with it and are thus rendered snake- 
proof. 
Cunningham says he will keep on 
killing and driving the snakes until there is 
not one in the state of K entucky, if the 
jh*o- 
]>!o will pay him for it. < >f com> • that would 
b ean impossib ility for one m an to accom­ 
plish, b ut he says he likes the b usiness and 
hopes to do a good work in the state if his life 
and health is only spared a few years.

This same Mr. Tyssen A m herst, w hr 
derives from the u nfashionable bu t j<ro 
du elivi* northern su bu rb of H ack ney, 
w hich lie owns alm ost in its entirety, an 
income su fficient to enable him to hear 
the ixjrttises of k eeping u p the u rn* 
squ are miles <*f his Didiington estate, was, 
so to sjH-ak , obliged to give his people a 
ju bilee fete, and to do soon a large scale. 
N ine parishes sent their contingents in 
TOO vehirl 
of every description, which 
from the early forenoon discharged their 
freight 
of men, -women and children 
w ithin the gates of his p ark ; his flag 
bearing his coat of arm s flu ttered from 
the top of the hail tow er. 
Free access 
was given to the grou nds, the gardens, 
the heronry, the deer inclosu re. the con­ 
servator» s, the p lantations, and the lak e 
w ith ils bridges, su m m er and boat hou ses 
and m any islands. 
On a meadow' lx,*- 
tween the hou se and chu rch eleven or 
twelve large marqiu *es were erected: one 
devoted to a horticu ltu ral exhibition of 
fru it, vegetables and flowers where the 
cottagers won prizes; 
three to refresh­ 
m ents, and the rest to su bstantial spreads 
of dinners and teas served at different 
times to men, women and children. 
Nearly i>.ooo people were Mr. A m herst’s 
spt*cial gu ests, amu sed and fed du ring 
twelve hou rs at his expense; 4,9 00 n ore 
had 1m*cu adm itted to his p ark , and were 
free to en joy the variou s phases of the 
fete, the me Cry-go-rou nds and swings, the 
veu tril« K|u i.ts. ju gglers, 
and 
excellent 
m ilitary hands, as well as the elaborate 
illu m inations and firework s which at du sk 
converted m any acre® of lak e and grou nds 
into a fairy scene. 
Look ing into the 
tents set ap art for the tenants, you saw 
alm ost interm inable tables laden with 
su ch rou nds and sirloins of Ix ei as seem 
to appertain essentially to England, w ith 
rows of D vr tank ards, and other edibles 
and drink ables. 
Bailiffs and land agents 
w ho have been for fifty years on the 
estate presided over the tables and carved 
the m ighty joints; the giver of the feast 
m ade an ap p rop riate s|*eeeh in each tent, 
and was never more lu stily cheered in the 
hou se of commons than by the school 
children who had p artak en of the tea and 
cak e in qu antities which wou ld have as­ 
tonished a regim ent of hu ngry soldiers. 
The ladies of the fam ily w aited on them , 
as also on the women, and saw that none 
rose till they were fu lly satiated. 
A 
crigk ot mu tch L-tween tw o parishes was 
a great featu re of the entertainm ent, the 
cap tain of one eleven being Lord W illiam 
Cecil, son of the Marqu is of Exeter, p lay­ 
ing w ith gardeners, k eepers and laborers 
against a team iii which social rank s were 
equ ally confou nded. 
Hogsheads of L*er, tons of lieef, gallons 
of tea were consu med at w hat mu st have 
Ikvh an enorm ou s ex)tense; and if the 
host allowa*d, in some tents set ap art for 
that pu rjtoso, refreshm ents to he sold at a 
merely nom inal price by previou s arrange­ 
ments made with the caterers, it was for 
a reason which probably wou ld never 
have occu rred to a stranger. 
By all 
i established canons he w as, as lord of the 
m anor, i*et feetly ju stified in inviting and 
treating all his tenants and people living 
on his land: as a m em ber of p arliam ent 
had he treated and fed the ou tlying in­ 
habitants he w ou ld ha ve laid himself open 
to the im p u tation of bribery and corru p ­ 
tion, and of attem p ting to tam p er w ith 
and win over the votes of the free born 
electors.
